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‘Little heroine’ saves 
uncle in 999 drama

A “LITTLE HEROINE” has 
been praised for her prompt 
actions after her uncle had 
a seizure. 

When James Sizer col¬ 
lapsed with an epileptic fit, 
10-year-old Courtney-Jean- 
ette Jeakins, from Ely, kept 
calm and acted quickly to 
put him in the recovery po¬ 
sition and dial 999. 

Emergency call handler 
Robert Pitt and paramed¬ 
ic Simon Wicker were so 
impressed that they both 
nominated her to receive 
recognition from the East 
of England Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice NHS Trust (EEAST). 

The pair presented a 
certificate of thanks to the 
Lantern Primary School 
pupil at an assembly on Fri¬ 
day. 

Robert said Courtney- 
Jeanette did an “incred¬ 
ible job” by being calm and 
composed and gave the ad¬ 


dress of the emergency and 
answered all his questions. 

When Simon arrived 
in a rapid response vehi¬ 
cle three minutes later he 
found that the girl was do¬ 
ing “really well”. 

He said: “Without think¬ 
ing, Courtney-Jeanette im¬ 
mediately called 999 as her 
uncle was having a seizure. 

“She then proceeded to 
put him in the recovery po¬ 
sition and kept him on his 
side and protected his air¬ 
way. 

“By the time I arrived 
on scene he had almost 
stopped fitting, but his 
niece stayed by his side 
softly talking to him and 
reassuring him. She’s a lit¬ 
tle heroine.” 

It was the first time 
Courtney-Jeanette had 
dealt with a medical emer¬ 
gency on her own and the 
first time she’d called 999. 

“I could see how he 
[James] was lying that he 
was having a fit and I knew I 


had to be brave. It was lucky 
I had my phone on me,” she 
said. 

She added that she was 
“excited and nervous” to re¬ 
ceive her certificate. 

Mr Sizer did not need to 
go to hospital following his 
seizure and has since re¬ 
covered. 

He said: “I’m really proud 
of Courtney-Jeanette, she 
did really well. 

“I can’t remember much 
because I was out of it, I 
can only remember when I 
came around and the para¬ 
medic was there. 

“I’m really good now. I 
haven’t been in that situ¬ 
ation before - having a fit 
on my own, so I don’t know 
what I would have done 
without her. 

“I was really pleased with 
her. She deserves the recog¬ 
nition.”

CONSERVATIVE candidate 
James Palmer is the first 
mayor of Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough. 

He beat Lib Dem candi¬ 
date Rod Cantrill by 88,826 
votes to 67,205 votes in 
the second round of the 
election contest, after the 
five other candidates were 
knocked out in the first 
round. 

Following the first round, 
Mr Palmer, pictured above, 
had secured 76,064 votes, 
with Cllr Cantrill second on 
47,026 votes. 

Labour’s Kevin Price was 
placed third with 37,297 
votes, UKIP’s Paul Bul- 
len fourth on 15,931, the 
Greens’ Julie Howell fifth 
with 12,628, independent 
Peter Dawe sixth on 9,176 
and the English Democrats’ 
Stephen Goldspink last with 
2,256. 

Following his victory, the 
jubilant dad-of-two from 
Soham said: “This is a team 
game, politics is a team 
game, and I wouldn’t be 
here without the incredible 
support of the team that has 
backed me from day one. 
And I would like to thank 
each and every one of them 
for their work. 

“What we have in Cam¬ 


bridgeshire is almost 
unique. We have the build¬ 
ing blocks of success - we 
just need somebody to put 
them together. 

“Improving the infra¬ 
structure, linking the great 
city of Cambridge to Peter¬ 
borough and bringing Fen- 
land into the fold will be 
absolutely vital if we are to 
be a success. 

“The government is re¬ 
lying on Cambridgeshire 
post-Brexit, and I will work 
with the Prime Minister to 
form a strong and stable 
relationship with a strong 
and stable Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, where the leadership of 
the country and county will 
work together for the peo¬ 
ple of the area. 

“I am immensely proud 
to be the first mayor of 
Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough and I will do eve¬ 
rything I can to make sure 
everybody is included in 
the future of this county.” 

Mr Palmer will have de¬ 
volved powers to spend 
up to £800 million on local 
housing, infrastructure and 
jobs. 

£600 million will be al¬ 
located to improving infra¬ 
structure, £100 million will 
be set aside for new afford¬ 
able housing, with an ad¬ 
ditional £70 million specifi¬

Mr Palmer confirmed 
earlier last month that his 
mayoral victory means he 
will not stand for re-elec¬ 
tion to Cambridgeshire 
County Council and will 
stand down as leader of 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

Mr Cantrill said: “I would 
like to congratulate James 
Palmer on his election I 
would also like to thank all 
the other mayoral candi¬ 
dates. It has been a journey 
for all of us and we have got 
to know each other reason¬ 
ably well over the last few 
months. 

“What this result high¬ 
lights is that in this region 
it is the Liberal Democrats 
who are the real opposition 
to a Conservative Govern¬ 
ment. 

“It highlights that there is 
a strong voice, a loud voice, 
particularly in South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Cambridge, 
where the residents have 
sent a clear message to The¬ 
resa May and will do again 
on the June 8 in relation to 
hard Brexit. 

“It’s a voice that clearly 
is saying that we will not 
let intolerance, division, 
and fear win. We want to be 
open, tolerant, and united.”

Farmers face heavy losses after 
grain merchant’s f 15 m collapse

FARMERS and creditors owed millions of 
pounds after a grain firm went bust might get 
as little as one pence back from every pound 
unpaid. 

Lawyers have confirmed they have submit¬ 
ted a report on failed Ely-based merchant 
Wellgrain, which went into administration 
owing £15 million in March. 

Legal administrators Grant Thornton con¬ 
firmed that their dealings with the merchant, 
which owes money to Cambridgeshire farm¬ 
ers and creditors, are still ongoing. 

Meanwhile, the National Farmers’ Union 
(NFU) has appointed legal panel Tees Law to 
provide advice to those affected. 

The report envisages that a dividend of be¬ 
tween one and six pence in the pound will be 
paid to unsecured creditors. 

Grant Thornton lawyer Matthew Richards 
said: “We are still realising assets for the credi¬ 
tors who are still involved in the debt collec¬ 
tion and the last remaining stock matters. 
Once we have the money, it gets paid out in 
proportion, in accordance with the Insolven¬ 
cy Act. 

“We still need to finalise debt collection. We 
are in dispute with certain debts and these are 
subject to a legal process.” 


Administrations can take up to 12 months. 
Founded in 2003, Wellgrain once turned 
over £90 million. Now, it owes RBS Invoice 
Finance £10 million and creditors £5 million. 
According to the report, the bank is going to 


have a deficit in excess of £4 million. 

Following its collapse, around 160 farmers 
have contacted the NFU helpline, with the 
majority of those businesses in East Anglia. 
NFU regional director Robert Sheasby said: 


“We are continuing to offer help and sup¬ 
port to members affected by this, in addition 
to independent professional advice funded 
through the NFU Legal Assistance Scheme. 

“We are also keeping in close contact with 
the administrators, Grant Thornton. 

“We now know that Wellgrain cannot be res¬ 
cued, so the question is how much money will 
be left to pay creditors once all its assets have 
been sold. 

“This remains a worrying time for all of our 
members who are owed money.” 

Ely farmer Luke Palmer, who farms 3,000 
acres in Stretham, is chairman of the NFU 
Ely and Soham branch. He is owed money by 
Wellgrain for two loads of wheat delivered in 
February. 

“I know who has been affected, but the big¬ 
gest problem is they don’t want to say [pub¬ 
licly] , they have rung the NFU to tell what they 
are owed. 

“Personally we are owed quite a few thou¬ 
sand. 

“It’s been quite distressing to a lot of mem¬ 
bers, but other people have been affected far 
worse than us, I believe.” 

Wellgrain, a trader of agriproducts, went 
into administration on March 2 and 28 of 31 
members of staff were made redundant.

THE Conservatives won all but 
one of the eight Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council seats in last 
week’s local elections in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Sutton was the only place where 
the Conservatives did not win. 

Liberal Democrat Lorna Dupre 
beat Conservative Michael John 
Bradley with 1,441 votes to 1,353 
in the closest run ward in the area. 

In keeping with UKIP’s vote col¬ 
lapsing across the country, the 
party’s only seat in East Cambs fell 
in Littleport. 

For Burwell, Tory candidate 
Joshua Schumann was re-elected 
to the county council with 1,557 
votes. He had competition from 
Lib Dem Charlotte Bourne Cane 
(642), Labour’s Liz Swift (381) 
and Green Flora May Waterhouse 
(309). 

Conservative candidate Ian Da¬ 
vid Ambrose Smith (863) won the 
elecorate’s vote in Littleport, fend-

ing off Labour’s Jane Frances (335) 
and Lib Dem Martin Seidel (310). 

Soham North and Isleham saw 
Tory candidate Paul John Edward 
Raynes re-claim his seat with 
1,504 votes, over Lib Dem Rupert 
Moss-Eccardt (396) and Labour’s

Isobel Grace Morris (371). 

Soham South and Haddenham 
saw another Tory reclaim his seat 
in Bill Hunt with 1,828 votes, 
over Lib Dem Paula Angela Wil¬ 
son (826), Labour’s Lydia Marion 
Hill (320) and Green Andy Cogan 


(193). 

Lib Dem candidate Lorna Du¬ 
pre held her seat for Sutton with 
1,441 votes against Tory Michael 
John Bradley (1,353) and Labour’s 
Christopher Richard Horne (355). 

Woodditton saw Tory candidate 
Mathew Shuter reclaim his seat 
with 1,672 votes against Lib Dem 
John Joseph Trapp (767), and La¬ 
bour’s Steve John O’Dell (426). 

There was another held seat 
in Ely North when Conservative 
candidate Lis Every polled 1,192 
votes. Alison Christine Whelan 
from the Lib Dems received 855 
votes, while Mark Andrew Hucker 
from Labour received 370 votes. 

And Ely South saw another Tory 
reclaim her seat when Anna Bailey 
received 1,627 votes against Lib 
Dem Christine Whelan (1,368) and 
Labour’s Rebecca Anne Dennes 
(536).

Village will be 
under strain 

SUTTON residents be aware of the 
East Cambs District Council Further 
Draft Local Development Plan. It is 
likely to affect you. 

I have recently been informed 
by ECDC we now have another 
updated version of the Local Plan 
called the Further Draft Local 
Development Plan. 

This latest version contains 
additional sites in the parish of 
Sutton for development of an 
additional 439 dwellings on top 
of an original submission for 270 
dwellings in the Draft Local Plan, 
amounting to a total of 709 new 
dwellings. 

Currently, Sutton has 
approximately 1,700 dwellings. 

The total submissions amount to an 
unsustainable 40 per cent increase 
in the size of Sutton. Presumably 
we may in the future even have an 
Additional Further Draft Local plan 
with more sites since the process 
seems to be open ended. Sutton 
will surely sink under the weight of 
concrete, bricks and tarmac. 

The council has opened the 
floodgates to the developers 
and land owners who see the 
opportunity to make a quick buck. 
The residents must similarly have the 
opportunity to offer their opinions in 
a democratic vote much as occurred 
in the last Local Plan which was 
termed the "Vision for Sutton" and 
initially reflected the view of the 
residents. 

I have serious reservations 
regarding what is happening. 

Our infrastructure is already 
creaking and needs serious 
improvement. Instead we are 
already seeing the reverse, the NHS 
struggling with likely reductions 
in the Minor Injuries units at Ely, 
Doddington, and Wisbech, GP 
surgeries overloaded, and our 
schools are full. ECDC is reducing 
some of its services. 

When you drive out of Sutton 
there are now traffic queues in 
most directions and this is without 
the further planned construction 
of nearly 20,000 dwellings around 
Cambridgeshire. 

In the Draft Local Plan most of 
this development is on green field 
sites. In addition, green field sites 
will be used for the ever increasing 
number of out of town business and 
retail parks to provide employment 
and services for the increasing local 
population. 

How much more agricultural land 
will be lost? 

How many people's quality of life 
will be blighted for several years by 
the construction of large housing 
developments. The large scale 
construction proposed on the land 
north of Sutton will exit by Mepal 
Road. The latter is likely to be in 
gridlock at busy times of the day 
for several years and be certain to 
affect the flow of travel through the 
village. The heavy traffic will cause 
high levels of unhealthy pollution in 
Sutton. 

There seems to have been little 
thought given to the environment 
and biodiversity of this region. 

Many acres of wildlife habitat will 
be destroyed and large quantities of 


trees will be felled. Is it any wonder 
the range of wildlife species is being 
seriously depleted birds, butterflies, 
hedgehogs etc to name a few. 

What will remain for future 
generations?

How Emily saved 


her Fella’s bacon

A CELEBRITY pig saved 
from the slaughterhouse has 
bounced back from the brink 
after vets said his life would 
end in a matter of weeks. 

Fella the pig, who resides 
in Soham with his best friend 
and rescuer Emily Keates, 
was given two weeks to live 
by vets in lanuary. 

Despite being diagnosed 
with cancerous tumours on 
his abdomen, and having 
lost four stone, he has re¬ 
gained his health and is en¬ 
joying life again. 

Financial administrator 
Emily said: “Fella has made a 
miraculous recovery. He still 
has tumours but they don’t 
seem to be bothering him 
and he is living back in the 
home with the dogs again. 

“Pigs are so sensitive and 
moving him outside and me 
being away from home and 
paying someone to feed him 
over four months, sent him 
into a deep depression and 
he wasn’t eating or drinking. 

“He was given two weeks to 
live and we brought him in¬ 
side, cuddled him, wrapped 
him in blankets, gave him 
fresh fruit and veg and 
nursed him back to health. 

“He had lost four stone in 


his depression, down to eight 
stone. He’s now back up to 11 
stone and much happier.” 

Wildboar cross Fella, who 
lives with his vegan rescuer 
and her three dogs, was 
saved from an Essex sausage 
farm and given a new lease of 
life as an animal rights mas¬ 
cot for PETA. 

After he received the ‘inop¬ 
erable’ diagnosis earlier this 
year, Emily was determined 
to make his last days as com¬ 
fortable as possible, but re¬ 
fused to completely give up 
hope. 

Nor have his 13,700 Face- 
book fans who have been 
following his journey and of¬ 
fering kind words of support. 

Now it seems all the good 
wishes, fresh diet and atten¬ 


tion has blessed Emily and 
her Fella with the “miracle” 
they were hoping for and the 
pair are just happy to savour 
every day they have left. 

Emily added: “I believe 
good tilings come to good 
people. He was supposed to 
have passed on already but 
the power of love and asking 
for help I believe bought him 
good energy. That in itself is 
a miracle. 

“His tumours are likely to 
eventually end his life but for 
now, he is pain free, having 
daily walks and in receipt of 
a lot of love. 

“We move to Ramsey St 
Mary’s soon, where he will 
have half an acre to mooch 
around in at his leisure which 
is very exciting.”

Sneak peek at new train fleet

TRAIN operator Great North¬ 
ern has shared a glimpse of 
its new modern train carriag¬ 
es arriving later this month. 

The air-conditioned trains 
will be fitted with wi-fi and 
will join services on the King’s 
Lynn to Cambridge Fen Line 
route from May 21. 

Great Northern, part of 
Govia Thameslink Railway, 
will also be launching its new 
timetable on the same day. 

Passenger services direc¬ 
tor Stuart Cheshire said: “As 
we head into summer, these 
modern air-conditioned 
trains will keep passengers as 
cool as a cucumber. 

“We think passengers 
will love the wi-fi that we’ll 
be adding in the coming 
months and the on-board 
information systems and 
power points at every pair of 
seats. 

“Plus, with their accessible 
toilets and designated ar¬ 
eas for wheelchair users, the 
trains will be great for people 
with restricted mobility.” 

Mr Cheshire added that 
Network Rail’s work to length¬ 
en platforms at Watlington, 
Littleport and Waterbeach by 
the end of 2018 would allow 
Great Northern to double the 
length of the trains calling at 
these stations. 


The operator’s new car¬ 
riages replace trains which 
are 22 years old and are part 
of its overall plan to replace 
three-quarters of the Great 
Northern fleet by 2020. 

Remaining carriages will 
undergo a £30 million refur¬ 
bishment programme. 

Mr Cheshire added: “In 
just a few short years, we’ll 
be moving from one of the 
oldest fleets in the country to 
one of the newest.” 

Great Northern services 
will be calling at the new 
Cambridge North station 
which opens on May 21. 

The operator will have two 
trains an hour travelling in 
each direction to the new 
station from King’s Cross via 
Cambridge. 


One of these trains will 
continue on to Ely, giving it 
a half-hourly Great Northern 
service in each direction all 
day. 

Great Northern claims that 
this will add more than 3,300 
extra seats across the day by 
doubling the frequency dur¬ 
ing the off-peak period and 
plugging service gaps at this 
station at peak times. 

Mr Cheshire said: “Cru¬ 
cially, although most of the 
four-carriage King’s Lynn 
trains cannot stop at Cam¬ 
bridge North until platforms 
are lengthened at Watlington, 
Littleport and Waterbeach, 
these one dozen extra King’s 
Cross trains at Ely should 
ease crowding on the King’s 
Lynn services.”

COURT 

Cowboy plumber 
is sent to prison 


A “CLASSIC cowboy plumb¬ 
er” has been jailed after put¬ 
ting lives in danger by fitting 
gas boilers in Cambridgeshire 
without a licence. 

Gareth Scott Redford, 32, of 
Mepal, was given a 16- month 
prison sentence at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court in his 
absence following a joint in¬ 
vestigation by Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Peterborough Trading 
Standards and the Health and 
Safety Executive. 

Redford had previous¬ 
ly pleaded guilty to seven 
charges under the Health 
and Safety at Work Act, one 
charge under the Consumer 
Protection from Unfair Trad¬ 
ing Regulations and one 
Fraud Act offence. 

He had also been convict¬ 
ed of a further four offences 
- one under the Health and 
Safety at Work Act, one un¬ 
der Consumer Protection 
from Unfair Trading Regula¬ 
tions and two fraud offences 
back in January at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Judge Boothby decided to

pass sentence in his absence 
calling it, “a case of a classic 
cowboy plumber”, praising 
the work of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council’s Trading 
Standards and The Health 
and Safety Executive saying, 
“this was a very thorough and 
well prepared case”. 

The court heard that mat¬ 
ters came to light in 2014. 
Redford had ordered and fit¬ 
ted gas boilers, which he was 
not Gas Safe registered to do, 
without the knowledge or 
permission of his employer, 
fitting them in his spare time 
to householders in the Ely 
area. 

During an interview with 
Trading Standards and 
Health and Safety Executive 
officers, he admitted safe¬ 
ty breaches at some of the 
properties. He denied any 
criminal intent. Redford was 
subsequently charged with 
13 offences. Eight under the 


Gas Safety Regulations of 
1998 and Health and Safety 
at Work Act 1974. He was also 
charged with three counts of 
fraud under the 2006 Act and 
two Consumer Protection 
from Unfair Trading offences. 

Peter Gell, Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Peterborough’s head 
of Trading Standards, said: 
“The safety of our residents 
is paramount. In this case it 
was immediately recognised 
the trader had induced peo¬ 
ple to have boilers replaced 
and he led them to believe he 
was qualified and authorised 
to do so. 

“Gas Safe staff identified a 
number of safety issues that 
exposed the householders to 
risk. We will continue to work 
with our partners to keep the 
people of Cambridgeshire 
safe and we won’t tolerate 
this type of rogue trading in 
our county.”

Drink-driving 
shock for month

CAMBRIDGESHIRE motor¬ 
ists have been named as 
the worst in the country for 
drink-driving in May, shock 
figures have revealed. 

New research by insurance 
specialist Admiral reveals 
May - with its two bank holi¬ 
days - as the worst month for 
drink-driving offences. 

From the 27 out of 45 force 
areas that provided compa¬ 
rable data over a three-year 
period, nearly 1 million driv¬ 
ers were stopped and asked 
to conduct a breath test. 

During the month of May, 
when 62,761 drivers were 
stopped, the figures show 
that Cambridgeshire topped 
the table of shame at 35 per 
cent - the highest percentage 
of drivers either giving posi¬ 
tive breath tests or refusing to 
give a sample. 

That’s according to a force 
breakdown of figures for 
May, from 2014-2016. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said: “Drink¬ 


driving has huge and life- 
changing impacts, both for 
the individuals involved and 
their friends and families. 

“The message from the 
Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Road Safety Part¬ 
nership is ‘don’t take the risk’. 
Don’t drink and drive.” 

The data focuses on the 
number of drink-driving 
road stops in the UK in the 
last three years and shows a 
higher proportion of motor¬ 
ists are caught drink-driving 
in May than over the festive 
period, with 15 per cent of 
drivers nationally testing 
positive or refusing to be 
breath tested. 

In fact, this figure is almost 
four times higher than De¬ 
cember, where four per cent 
of drivers tested positive or 
refused a test in the month 
traditionally associated with 
drinking and partying. 

Roger Singer, of the Drug 
& Alcohol Road safety Char¬ 
ity DDE+, said: “In Decem¬ 
ber, there are more planned 
events such as Christmas 
dos, where people know not 
to take the car. 


“In the summer and bank 
holidays that lead up to it, 
there are more impromptu 
gatherings such as barbe¬ 
cues, where people don’t 
realise how much they are 
drinking or how long it takes 
for it to leave their system. 
The morning after is often a 
time when people get caught 
out. 

“Even the smallest amount 
of alcohol will affect how you 
drive. 

“The only way to be re¬ 
ally safe is to avoid drinking 
when you know you are tak¬ 
ing the car.” 

The legal alcohol limit for 
motorists in England, Wales 
and Northern Ireland is 35 
micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath, and less 
in Scotland at 22 micrograms 
of alcohol per 100 millilitres 
of breath. Northern Ireland 
is also bringing in changes to 
reduce the legal limit.

HOWTO PLANT SPRING CONTAINERS 


1 Make sure your container has drainage holes and 
crocks. Add general-purpose compost so it's two- 
thirds full. You should be aiming to make it feel full 
and lush - nothing is sadder than a half-empty 
pot. 


P OTS and containers are a great way 
to brighten up your garden. They 
can be as traditional or eccentric as 
you like, as long as they hold soil 
and moisture and provide a decent 
root space for plants. 

And they are an easy way of stamping 
your personality on your outdoor space. 

Bigger is best - more soil equals more 
moisture for plants. There's a huge range of 
materials, from wood, wicker and terracotta 
to concrete, tile, plastics and metals. 

Plastic containers are light, durable and 
cheap. They won't leak and, because they 
are non-porous, they hold water better than 
stone. Some of the designs you can get in 
plastic look exactly like stone anyway. 

But they won't last for ever. The 
combination of summer heat and winter 
cold will eventually make the plastic brittle 
and prone to cracking. 

Wooden barrels remain popular - firms 
make them from whisky or sherry casks. 

But they are heavy and slats shrink and 
swell depending on how wet they are, so 
they may need a plastic lining. 

Terracotta is a classic. It's basically a form 
of baked earthenware and, more often than 
not, unglazed. There's nothing prettier than 
a cluster of terracotta pots basking on a 
sunny patio. 

Look out for a frost-proof guarantee. They 
are more expensive but you will be grateful 
if your garden is prone to freezing. 

For something more eccentric, the sky is 
the limit. I've seen brilliant garden displays 
using old tyres stacked on top of each other, 
chimney pots, wine crates, old Wellington 
boots, sinks and even recycled oil drums. 

A word of warning - watch out for 
contamination if you use old industrial 
containers or wood and metal. They may 
have carried substances that 
could be harmful to plants. If 
you're unsure, line with 
plastic or treat with a 
garden paint. Or 
make your own. 

Leftover decking 
can be stuck 
together to 
make an 
attractive 
patio planter 
using waterproof 
wood glue or nails. 

Hessian sacks 
and baskets make 
interesting 
containers but 
degrade after 
one or two 


To add stability to your pot, stick a couple of 
rocks in the bottom, especially if you are 
growing a tall shrub or tree. And make sure you 
have drainage holes or it will get waterlogged. 

Small pieces of rock, pot or stone, known as 
crocks, will stop holes getting bunged up with 
soil. Rather than throwing broken or cracked 
pots away, recycle them into crocks. 

But don't start filling your pot until you have 
decided where you are going to site it. 
Bigger containers can become too 
heavy to move when full. 

If you want to make new 
terracotta pots look old and 
interesting, simply paint them in a 
coat of natural yoghurt. It will 
attract and nourish fungi 
and lichens. But with our 
weather, even unstained 
new pots will soon take 
on a patina of green. And don't 
forget pot feet - they keep 

them off the 
ground 
and stop 
decking 
from 
rotting.

2 Start with a centrepiece - usually a bigger 
feature plant in the middle. Try fuchsia, primroses, 
polyanthus and geraniums or hebe. Nestle it into 
compost so it sits straight and fill in with compost to 
hold it in place. 

3 Plant lower-growing colourful bedding plants, such 
as primroses, pansies, ornamental cabbages or 
polyanthus, around the centrepiece. 


^ 4 Add trailing plants, such as ivy and trailing 

geraniums, around the edges to drape down the 
sides of the container. 


5 Pack fresh compost around plants so they 
are snug. Get the final compost level a couple of 
entimetres below the rim so it won't spill out when 
you water. Containers under the eaves of the house 
need extra watering because they are shielded from 
rainfall. Some garden centres sell pot stands on 
wheels so you can move them depending on weather.

■ FINISH off planting up 
summer containers, but if you 
include tender plants, make 
sure you shelter them or cover 
them with horticultural fleece 
overnight if frost is forecast. 

■ SHADE greenhouses with 
shade netting to stop them 
becoming overheated and keep 
the windows and doors open 
during the daytime. 

■ PROPAGATE marginal plants 
from cuttings including 
brooklime (Veronica 
beccabunga) and water mint 
(Mentha aquatic).

cuttings in pots of mud and 
place in a bowl filled with water 
so that it just covers the surface 
of the pots. The cuttings should 
root quickly. 

■ CONTINUE sowing beetroot to 
provide crops throughout the 
summer. 

■ FILL in gaps between border 
perennials by sowing the seeds 
of hardy annuals straight into 
their flowering positions. 


Summer-flowering bulbs and 
foliage plants in pots will also 
add interest. 

■ AS tulips beging to fade, snap 
off the dead heads before they 
have a chance to make seed as 
this will help the bulbs 
concentrate all their energy on 
producing glorious blooms next 
year. 

■ CUT back ceanothus and 
other spring-flowering shrubs 
including forsythia. 

■ WATCH out for lily beetle and 
pick them off before they 
damage your lilies.

It's nothing like normal 


M ANY so-called supercars 
now come with normal, 
comfort and sport modes. 
The new McLaren 720S doesn't 
have a 'normal' driving mode, the 
reason being, 'there is nothing 
normal about this car'. 

As a successor to its Super Series 
models, the supercar family at 
the heart of the brand, McLaren 
bosses insisted the new 720S had 
to be 'revolutionary'. 

Not an easy thing to achieve 
when you consider how good the 
earlier models were. 

It's to the enormous credit of 
McLaren's designers and engineers 
that they have succeeded. 

Normal, has gone out of 
the window, instead we have 
something simply staggering. 

Its beating heart is a 4.0-litre 
twin-turbo V8, which generates

almost physics-defying grip. 

Superbly balanced, it gives you 
the confidence to push harder 
through the fastest corners without 
having to wrestle for control. It's a 
thrill you never want to stop. It is 
uniquely addictive. 

For the more ambitious, there's 
also Variable Drift Control which 
allows you to dial up or down the 
degree of stability control in Sport 
and Track modes. 

Priced from £208,600, the 720S 
comes in Performance and Luxury 
trims on top of the standard 
model. 

The statistics are the same for all 
three, only the interior detailing 
is different - much more quality 
Bridge of Weir leather for Luxury, 
sportier touches for Performance. 
Optional kit is available in packs 
or individually for a more personal 
touch. 

The interior is certainly much 
more luxurious than in previous 
models - plenty of leather and 
Alcantara available, all precisely 
fitted alongside wonderfully tactile 
machined aluminium switches and 
buttons. 

Matched with glazed rear-pillars, 
the elegant sweep of its 'teardrop' 
glasshouse gives the driver virtually 
all-round vision, a feat unrivalled 
in the supercar class. It allows light 
to flood into the cabin making it 
an airy, pleasant space to be in.

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Suzuki reveals prices for latest Swift supermini model 


SUZUKI has announced prices for its 
all-new Swift which goes on sale in 
the UK on June 1. 

The new supermini, which has 
had sales globally of more than five 
million since its launch in 2005, is 
now available as a five-door model 
only, and the popular Swift SZ3 is 
priced from £10,999 up to £1 5,499 
for the top range 1.2-litre SZ5 SHVS 
Allgrip with manual transmission and 
four-wheel-drive. 

The 111 bhp 1.0-litre three-cylinder 
Boosterjet turbo engine offers 
emissions of 104g/km and 61.4mpg 
for manual transmission model and 
the Boosterjet engine is also available 



with Suzuki's SHVS mild hybrid which equates to 67.5mpg. 

system with emissions of 97g/km Standard equipment for all Swift 


models in the range sees the SZ3 
model with 1.2-litre Dualjet engine 
and manual transmission includes 
six airbags, air conditioning, leather 
steering wheel, DAB radio with 
Bluetooth and four speakers, rear 
privacy glass, LED daytime running 
lights, 15-inch wheels, body coloured 
door mirrors and front electric 
windows. 

An SZ-T model is available with 
the 1.0-litre Boosterjet engine and 
manual transmission and it adds a 
rear view camera, smartphone link 
display audio, 16-inch alloy wheels 
and front fog lamps. 

Further up the grades the SZ5 


adds auto air conditioning, 16- 
inch polished alloy wheels, satellite 
navigation, advanced forward 
detection system, keyless entry and 
start and rear electric windows. The 
SZ5 is available with a six speed 
automatic transmission as an option. 

At 3,840mm long, the new Swift 
is 10mm shorter than the outgoing 
model, while its wheelbase is 20mm 
longer, creating more interior room 
including 25 per cent more luggage 
capacity at 265 litres. It is also 15mm 
lower and 40mm wider. 

The model for the UK and Europe 
has a wider front and rear track than 
the Japanese domestic model.

A new city standard 


S MALL cars don't have to be 
spartan cars. It's a philosophy 
Korean brand Kia has adopted and 
embraced more than most in recent 
years. 

And there's no better example of 
putting plans into practice than the 
new Kia Picanto model which hit UK 
streets on May 1. 

The Picanto, now into its third 
generation, is the smallest model in a 
range that continues to expand - two 
all-new Kias are due in the next nine 
months including the Stinger sports 
fastback. 

Recognising that city car buyers do 
actually want small cars, Kia set about 
ensuring the newcomer was no larger 
than the outgoing version yet delivered 
greater interior space and practicality. 

But the team led by design guru 
Peter Schreyer didn't stop there. 
Content in the knowledge that buyers 
demand comfort, value, style and 
the latest technology, they set about 
creating a car that sets new standards. 

The result is the new Picanto, 
following in the wheel-prints of a 
predecessor that has regularly finished 
in the top five selling city cars in 
Britain. 

Prices are competitive, starting at 
£9,450, but any lingering traces of the 
bargain basement approach that once 
defined the brand are long gone. 

Kia has high hopes for the 
newcomer, expecting four out of every 
five sales to be private rather than fleet 


and 60 per cent of those buyers to be 
women. 

From launch there are modified 
versions of the 1.0 and 1.25-litre petrol 
engines from the previous Picanto 
but with lower fuel consumption and 
emissions. 

In fact the lower powered of the pair 
has the potential to return 64.2 miles 
per gallon, with C02 emissions down 
at lOlg/km. 


All are now five-door models, 
badged 1, 2, 3, GT-Line and GT-Line S 
and both five-speed manual and four- 
speed auto transmissions are available. 

Standard kit is comprehensive, 
even entry level including the likes of 
electric front windows, remote locking, 
auto headlights, tinted glass, tilt 
adjustable steering and hill start assist 
while the higher spec variants really 
rival the premium brands. 

Go for the GT-Line and 16-inch 
alloys, black and red faux leather seats, 
sports front and rear bumpers plus 
LED daytime running lights enter the 
equation while top end GT-Line S adds 
stuff like a seven-inch central display 
with sat-nav, electric sunroof, wireless 
phone charger and a rear parking 


camera. 

On the safety front the car is built on 
a new platform and contains double 
the amount of high-strength steel - 
forged at Kia's own foundry - making 
the Picanto more robust and also 
lighter. 

There's also, either as standard or 
an option, Autonomous Emergency 
Braking, plus Electronic Stability 
Control, Vehicle Stability Management 
and Torque Vectoring, which detects 
when a car is drifting off its intended 
course. 

Otherwise the Picanto's tech 
matches its smart sportier looks with, 
at top spec at least, a touchscreen 
display with sat-nav and there's also 
compatability with smartphones. 

The UK press launch on spectacular 
rural roads through Tuscany along 
with some dual carriageways featured 
models with both the available 
engines. 

The three-cylinder 1.0-litre unit may 
only produce 66bhp but it doesn't 
lack zest, is smooth and stable at the 
upper speed limit and is both agile 
and enjoyable to drive. The manual 
gearshift is light, as is the steering. 

In '2' trim grade, which is likely 
to prove most popular, it is priced at 
£10,750 - and that's decent value for 
a car that looks as smart and has the 
running costs of the Picanto. 

Prices are from £9,450 to £13,950 
or from £129 a month on contract 
hire.
